RESURFACING REPAIRS ETC. 

STATE HIGHWAY AT FORT WAYNE, INDIANA 


This agreement, made and entered into by and between the State 
of Indiana, acting by and through the Indiana State Highway Commission, 
hereinafter called the State, and the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, here¬ 
inafter called the City. 


Witnesseth: 

Whereas, the City will perform all engineering, contracting,' and 
inspecting for the following three Items. Project location Is on U.S. 33 
commencing at the north end of the St. Mary's River bridge, thence northerly 
a distance of one and twenty-two hundredths (1.22) miles. 

Items in which the State will be responsible for are as follows: 

1. Resurfacing 

a. Binder Course: Hot asphaltic concrete size no. 11, 
to be placed in the amount of 110 lbs/sq. yd. 

b. Surface Course: Hot asphaltic concrete =type "B" to 
be placed in the amount of 90 lbs/sq. yd. 

c. Tack Coat: Bituminous tack coat to be placed in the 
amount of 0.05 - 0.10 gal/sq. yd. 

d. Patching: Bituminous patching net to exceed 100 tons. 

e. Wedging and Leveling: Bituminous mixture for wedging 
and leveling not to exceed 100 tons. 

f. Approaches: Bituminous mixture for approaches not to 
exceed 120 tons. 

2. Curbing 

The State will be responsible for the payment of one dollar 
($.1.00) per linear foot for new combined curb and gutter 
replaced and as measured on the construction site, how¬ 
ever not exceeding twelve thousand (12,000) linear feet, 
including street, alley and driveway returns. 

3. Drainage 

Replacement of 34 and removal of 43 drainage structures. 

The State shall not participate in the increasing of turning radii 
of intersections and alley returns. 

Now Therefore Be It Resolved: The State shall participate in the above 
three Items in a monitary value not to exceed $95,000.00.

2) The City of Fort Wayne shall prepare all design plans and special . 
provisions for the signal modernization of the above eleven (11) 
intersections, subject to the approval of the State Highway Commission. 

3) In addition to the participation by the City and State for each inter¬ 
section, as listed above, it is further agreed that the City of Fort 
Wayne shall bear the total cost of matching funds for all work and 
material in the modernization of these signals, which is in excess of 
the standard traffic signal design used by the State Highway Commission. 
This includes, but.is not necessarily limited to: the combination traffic 
signal-luminaire signal-poles; 2) the luminaires and necessary wiring 

to operate the luminaires; and, 3) any additional controller equipment, 
not normally stocked by the State Highway Commission, and'which is . 
required to permit the intersection controller to operate as a part of 
the computerized signal system. 

4. The State Highway Commission will let the contract for the traffic signal 
construction in the normal manner for Federal-aid projects.
